The Story of Calgary 



Calgary was born in the summer of 1875. A contingent of the 
North West Mounted Police set up camp near the confluence of the 
Bow and Elbow Rivers. 

The name, Calgary, was chosen by Colonel J. F. Macleod com¬ 
manding officer of the “mounties.” The name originates in Scotland, 
is Gaelic for “clear running water.” 

For eight years after the first camp was established, Calgary 
was only a minor trading post. Fort Walsh and Fort Macleod were 
the major centres to the south, with Rocky Mountain House active 
to the north. 

Short as the history of Calgary may be, it makes a rich and lusty 
story. Reverend Father Lacombe was here when the N.W.M.P. 
arrived, already established as a friend of the Cree and Blackfoot 
Indians. Just to the west of the newly established post, Reverend 
John MacDougall had a home with the Stony Indians. Overlooking 
what is now Glenmore Dam, Sam Livingstone had a cabin up, and a 
vegetable garden growing when the Mounted Police arrived. 

It was the buffalo hunters, trappers and whiskey traders who 
were responsible for the N.W.M. Police coming to the west. The 
country was so wild and lawless, the government at Ottawa formed 
the special, red coated, military unit now famous around the world to 
bring peace and law to the new territory.

In 1883, The Canadian Pacific Railway crept into Calgary, and 
the new settlement was on its way. By the end of that year, the 
population had reached 600. 

Even the Riel Rebellion in 1885 did not stunt the growth of the 
town. By 1889, the C.P.R. had extended a branch line to Edmonton, 
and the population had risen to nearly 2,000. By 1891, there were 
3,876 residents, and the town boasted such amenities as electric light, 
and a water system. 

A great ranching industry developed, with Calgary as one of 
the largest centres of cattle marketing. The lush grazing encouraged 
owners of tremendous herds to move north from the overgrazed 
United States ranges. A natural result was the beginning of the now 
huge meat packing industry in the city. 

Free homesteads to settlers brought such a rush of pioneers to 
the area that by 1893 Calgary was granted a charter as a city. 
Farming joined ranching to give the city a thriving economy. In 
1914, when oil was discovered just south, at Turner Valley, a new 
era of prosperity began. 

Through the years, Calgary has continued to grow, now exceeds 
a third of a million population. Ranching, farming, oil and industrial 
development has continued to give the city and area a sound economy, 
and the promise of future prosperity. 

Warm friendliness and hospitality, a determined tenderness about 
the past and the bright future blend together to make Calgary a city 
unique. A city with a history—young but full of dignity.

It was 1912 when a young cowboy 
by the name of Guy Weadick pro¬ 
posed an annual Stampede in Cal¬ 
gary.

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Almost as early as ranching, ag¬ 
riculture has played a major role in 
Calgary. With the coming of the 
railroad, homesteaders poured into 
Calgary. The rich topsoil grew lush 
crops, soon made Calgary the centre 
of a huge agricultural area.

■ Oil and Calgary 

It was 1914 when Calgary first 
knew of the black gold. It was then 
that the Turner Valley Oilfields, 38 
miles southwest of Calgary, came 
into production. Since then the city 
has solidly consolidated its right to 
the title, “Oil Capital of Canada”. 

Today, some 400 firms directly con¬ 
nected with the oil industry have their 
headquarters in Calgary. The result 
of this is borne out by the fact that 
while Calgary rates ninth in Canada 
in population, the city stands a 
healthy fifth in annual bank clear¬ 
ings. 

There are oil and gas wells pro¬ 
ducing in many areas of the province 
today, adding a very buoyant touch 
to the economy of the area. Natural 
gas fields surround Calgary, and with 
a huge program of gas export to the 
United States and eastern Canada 
additional benefits to the city are 
already beginning to appear. A huge 



pipe mill is steadily turning out the 
necessary pipe for the program. 

By products, such as sulphur, fer¬ 
tilizer, rubber and plastics are part 
of the new development in industry 
giving Calgary a healthy industrial 
growth rate. 

Oil and gas, Canada’s largest 
source of mineral wealth, centres 
around Calgary. As the administra¬ 
tive and financial centre of the in¬ 
dustry, Calgary comes naturally by 
the “Oil Capital” crown. 

It is interesting to note that no 
less than 37,000 United States citi¬ 
zens, nearly all directly connected 
with the oil industry are under the 
jurisdiction of the United States Con¬ 
sulate in Calgary, which does a great 
deal to make the old “Cow-town” truly 
North American in every respect. 

The petroleum industry and Cal¬ 
gary have come a long way since 
1914. And the future looks even 
brighter for both.

The terminology varies some¬ 
what, but generally can be taken as 
follows: 

Licensed Premises or Tavern —

bottle or case for use in your own 


Licensed Lounge — Usually indi¬ 
cates premises where full cocktail 
facilities are available. 

Dining Lounge — Generally indi T 
cates premises where food as well 
as alcoholic beverages are available 
for consumption on the premises.

The Drumheller Valley Badlands present a turbulent maze of dolomites, buttes 
and other formations, known as “Hoodoos", a weird and fascinating area created 
by wind and water erosion. 

The Dinosaur Trail 


An unusual, and fascinating area 
awaits you at Drumheller. Between 
60 and 140 million years ago, during 
the Cretaceous Period, the Drum¬ 
heller area was the home of the dino¬ 
saurs. You can see the tremendous 
“Graveyard of the Dinosaurs” for 
yourself. Highway No. 1 to the east 
meets Highway No. 9 at Langdon 
Corner, and the broad, hard-topped 
road leads you right to Drumheller. 
It’s only 88 miles from Calgary to 
Drumheller. 

It was in 1884 that Joseph Burr 
Tyrell, a noted Canadian geologist, 
discovered the first dinosaur bones 
while examining coal beds in the 
region. In the years since, palaeon¬ 
tologists have found many odd bones, 
and several complete skeletons. A 
number of these are on display in 
museums throughout North America. 

The search for these clues to the 
past goes on still in the awesome 
valley, where the unusual formations 
known as the “Hoodoos” are favorite 
photo subjects. Incidentally, the 
name dinosaur comes from Greek 
words “deinos”, meaning terrible, and 
“sauros” for lizard. It is pronounced 

Visitors to the area can find bits 
of bones, petrified wood and tropical 
fruits, crystallized shells and other 


interesting souvenirs. You get a brief 
glimpse of the thrill in store for you 
a few miles out of Drumheller as the 
highway skirts along Horseshoe Can¬ 
yon. To drive through the badlands, 
drive right into the city. Good signs 
make it easy for you to locate the 
start of the Dinosaur Trail. 

An unexpected and pleasant bonus 
of your trip through the valley is a 
visit at the “Biggest Little Church in 
the World”. Just a few miles out of 
Drumheller, this unique structure in¬ 
vites you to stop and meditate a 
while. A recording system allows you 
to listen to a short prayer or hymn 
of your own faith while you sit in 
the miniature pews. Designed to seat 
10,000 people (six at a time) the little 
church is a favorite with thousands of 
visitors every year. 

Back in friendly Drumheller, make 
a visit to the museum a finale to your 
trip. Many interesting exhibits, rang¬ 
ing from tiny petrified seeds of pre¬ 
historic plants to giant snails, and 
from petrified wood to ancient turtle 
shells, all help to give you a first 
hand look at the world of many 
million years ago. 

The city of Drumheller provides 
complete modern facilities for your 
stay of a few hours or a few days. 
Plan now to travel the “Dinosaur 
Trail”. 
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Dubbed “the biggest little church in the world," the Chapel of Meditation 
stands alone on the edge of the Dinosaur Trail, four miles west of Drumheller, 
Alberta. It measures seven feet by twelve feet, and accommodates a maximum 
of six worshippers.

Travelling North from Calgary 


Highway No. 2, arrow straight to 
the north, leads y<.u through much of 
the very best farm lands in Canada. 
As the miles register on your speed¬ 
ometer, take special notice of the lush 
vegetation, sweeping fields, and care¬ 
fully tended farm yards. You’ll see 
sleek stock, too, grazing on broad 
acres of short-grass. 

There’s many a quaint town along 
the way. For a change, turn in to one 
of these happy little centres. You’ll 
find, as always in Alberta, friendly 
folks who welcome you. They’ll hap¬ 
pily direct you to Master Farms in 
the area, farms so distinctive and 
successful they have been awarded 
the coveted Master Farmer Award 
made yearly by the Alberta Govern¬ 
ment. 

To the west of your Highway No. 2 
is a section of fishing and hunting so 
tremendous the only suitable adjec¬ 
tive is fabulous. Wild, tumbling 
rivers are home to many varieties of 
fighting trout, heavily forested areas 
are home to fine game animals. And 
camping in those quiet, peaceful areas 
is an experience in itself. 

Red Deer is the first major centre 
you find north of Calgary, a city of 
30,000 people always ready to make 
you feel right at home. 


Those same friendly Red Deer 
people will show you how to reach 
the serenity of Sylvan Lake, only a 
few paved miles to the west. Or his¬ 
toric Rocky Mountain House, where 
David Thompson established pioneer 
trails so many years ago. Or the 
quiet, campers’ haven that is scenic 
Pine Lake. Or big, broad Gull Lake, 
where you can enjoy a quiet siesta 
or unlimber that boat and outboard. 

At Red Deer, you have so many 
choices, it’s a problem to know where 
to go and what to do first. Whatever 
you do, bet you enjoy it! 

There’s a lot of country to the 
north. Edmonton, Alberta’s Capital, 
is a booming, busy city of 400,000. 
The Peace River country is a broad, 
fertile farm area, where oil has 
brought an added buoyancy to the 
country. Good roads, of course. 

“Travel the fascinating Mackenzie 
Highway to the Northwest Territor¬ 
ies. Fantastic scenery and out-of- 
this-world fishing combine to give 
any visitor an unforgettable trip. 
Not for the impulse traveller, mind 
—gravel roads and once-in-a-while 
accommodation along the way, etc.— 
but to the hardy, a tremendous ex¬ 
perience.” 
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Petroleum by-products have brought industrial development to all parts of Alberta. 
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Travelling East from Calgary 


As you leave Calgary, and head 
East on the Trans-Canada Highway 
(No. 1), you have many interesting 
miles ahead of you. 

Strathmore, just 30 miles east of 
Calgary, is the beginning of the very 
extensive irrigation system serving 
the dry areas to the south east. 
Pleasant people and good visitor 
amenities provide a welcome stop on 
your trip. 

Gleichen, for example, is an aver¬ 
age small town on the surface, but it 
teems with history. The town name 
came from Count Gleichen, a promin¬ 
ent German industrialist who was a 
major bondholder in early Canadian 
Pacific Railway development. Near 
Gleichen, the great Chief Crowfoot, of 
the Blackfoot Indians, is buried. 
Here, too, Chief Crowfoot signed the 
peace treaty with the whites to term¬ 
inate hostilities for all times. Even 
in the infamous Riel Rebellion of 
1885, Crowfoot remained loyal to his 
agreement. 

Not too far from Gleichen, the set¬ 
tlement of Crowfoot has been named 
for this chieftain who did so much to 
bring peace to the west. 

Notice, as you drive, the numerous 
irrigation ditches that form part of 
the world’s greatest irrigation sys¬ 
tem. This land, almost desert before 
irrigation came, now grows fine 
crops year after year. 

At Bassano, you are in one of Can¬ 
ada’s best upland game bird areas. 
The big irrigation dam at Bassano 
pours precious water out to a tre¬ 
mendous acreage. Good fishing in 
the dam. 

Brooks is truly Canada’s pheasant 
headquarters. Huge pens form a 


pheasant hatchery, turning out thou¬ 
sands of game birds yearly. 

North and east of Brooks, on a 
well-gravelled and equally well- 
marked highway, you will find the 
awesome 22,000 acres that make up 
Steveville Provincial Dinosaur Park. 
Badlands at their “baddest”, as one 
visitor remarked, stretch out in front 
of you for endless miles. High view 
points let you get tremendous pic¬ 
tures. Warden Roy Fowler, one of 
Canada’s leading amateur paleontolo¬ 
gists, is always willing to give you a 
fascinating look into the world of 
millions of yesterdays. 

There’s a double treat to enjoy at 
the town of Brooks. Dinny’s Cafe, 
right on the No. 1 highway at the 
entrance to the town, serves tasty, 
enjoyable food. Dinny’s also features 
an intriguing little museum of the 
badlands area. Interesting exhibits of 
petrified dinosaur bones, trees and 
other animal life dating back 150 
million years are yours to leisurely 
examine. Make a rest stop at Dinny’s. 

Just three miles beyond Brooks, on 
the right side of the Trans-Canada, 
you can get a glimpse of the aqueduct 
and siphon of the irrigation system. 
Used to first carry irrigation water 
over lowland, then underpass the rail¬ 
road, this interesting structure is 
unique on the continent. Water car¬ 
ried through this alone, fed by Lake 
Newell Reservoir, serves over 58,000 
thirsty acres. 

You will note, after you pass the 
town of Tilley and the end of the 
irrigation system, the very obvious 
lack of vegetation that stretches end¬ 
lessly on either side of the highway. 

At Suffield, look far to your left 
and you can see the tremendous Suf¬ 
field development of the Canadian 
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Government. A classified post, exten¬ 
sive experimental work is carried on 
here in rigid secrecy.

ibb Historic Sites

Calgary has played an important 
part in the colorful history of 
Alberta and a tribute to its past is 
made through various historic sites in 
the city. One of the most important 
events was the arrival of the North- 
West Mounted Police in 1875. They 
established Fort Calgary and were the 
founders of the original settlement. 
Their contribution is marked by a 
large stone near the original fort in 
east Calgary and a cairn on the 
v grounds of the public library. The 
cairn can be seen at the northeast 
corner of 9th Avenue and 6th 
Street S.E. 

Another cairn on the same library 
grounds pays tribute to R. B. Ben¬ 
nett, former Prime Minister of Can¬ 
ada. Mr. Bennett was a pioneer 
Calgary lawyer and had been active 
in politics in the old Territorial 
Government. 


On the grounds of beautiful Heri¬ 
tage Park stands a building which is 
reputed to be the first house in Cal¬ 
gary. It was built of drift logs by a 
pioneer surveyor in 1883. This stands 
as a memorial to the great pioneers 
of the past. 

Calgary is also dotted with points 
of historical interest such as Shagan- 
appi point, the Eagle ridge sub¬ 
division, which was near the home of 
Calgary’s first settler, the Blackfoot 
trail on Nose Creek, the Edmonton 
trail, Fort Macleod trail, the pioneer 
building at the Stampede Grounds, 
and many others. 

In the surrounding district there 
are such sites as the place of Rev. 
George McDougall’s death during a 
buffalo hunt; the location of Morley 
mission, built in 1872; Our Lady of 
Peace mission, built in 1873; the first 
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A scene from the Luxton Museum in Banff. 

cheese factory built in Alberta; the 
first woollen mill and irrigation de¬ 
velopments and a number of other 
important locations. 

Some of these sites are marked by 
cairns while others are identified by 
highway road signs. 

In every direction from Calgary, 
you will find historic sites and 
legends of the early west. Prominent 
highway story-boards indicate the 
location, and tell the story. As you 
drive along, watch for these interest¬ 
ing sign boards. For a souvenir of 
the many fascinating sites and stories, 
ask for your copy of Historic Sites 
in Alberta. The book is available free 
at any Alberta Tourist Association or 
Calgary Tourist & Convention As¬ 
sociation information bureau. 

The story of the west, with the raw 
and savage fight for existence, never 
fails to excite and fascinate folks with 
an interest in history. Out of Calgary, 
you’ll find many places where famous 
Indian battles took place, massacre 
sites, original trading post locations, 
and in many cases, actual structures 
still standing. 

The coming of the R.C.M.P. brought 
peace and justice to the Canadian 
west, but did not eliminate the many 


stories of the hardy types who 
pioneered the country. At Stampede 
time, make it a point to visit Old Fort 
Calgary just inside the gates of the 
Stampede grounds. You’ll find, in a 
special section set aside just for the 
ioneers, many who can still remem- 
er those days of hardship, days when 
a wagon trail led nowhere — only 
beyond. 

Heritage Park has been created to 
keep the history of the west alive. 
Here, you can wander at your leisure, 
visiting authentic buildings of the 
late 1900’s. Open daily during sum¬ 
mer months. 

The Alberta Government Glenbow 
museum, on the corner of 7 Ave. and 
5 St. S.W. also displays much of the 
history of the Calgary area in a com¬ 
prehensive and interesting manner. 
Open daily except Monday all year. 

The Horsemen’s Hall of Fame, in 
the Calgary Brewery grounds at 9th 
Ave. and 15 St. S.E., open every day 
of the year, provides visitors with a 
first hand glimpse of many events of 
the interesting history of the Calgary 
area. You will find this a delightful 
stop on your trip. 

Alberta, and Calgary, have a color¬ 
ful history. We invite you to stay a 
while and see some of it for yourself.

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Our Cover Story 


Calgary’s Natural History Park 
(affectionately known by Calgarians 
as “our Dinosaur Park”) is not a 
casual nor yet an elaborately planned 
attraction. But it is now the world’s 
only complete, authentically detailed 
such park. 

And it all came about because of 
the dedication and lifetime labor of 
love by three men. 

For the skeptics, the models used 
by an oil marketing firm at the New 
York World’s Fair some of which 
have since been moved to Disneyland 
and animated, were copies taken from 
the models in Calgary’s now famous 
park. 

It was in the early 1930’s that Cal¬ 
garians Lars Willumsen and the late 
Dr. 0. H. Patrick, dedicated members 
of the just-chartered Calgary Zoolo¬ 
gical Society, became interested in 
reproducing accurate full scale models 
of prehistoric creatures in the then 


emerging Calgary Zoo, particularly 
in view of the many full skeletons 
and bone fragments found in the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

John Kanerva, a native of Finland, 
an accomplished artist and sculptor, 
cheerfully joined the team and agreed 
to do the actual work of re-creating 
the many long-extinct, weird appear¬ 
ing creatures that roamed this very 
area millions of years ago. 

The work was to last 30 years. 
Today, no fewer than 53 models, as 
tiny as the twenty pound dawn horse 
and as massive as the forty ton 
brontosaurus now grace the pathways 
and treed areas of the park. Two 
houses, each with its own unique dis¬ 
play of actual skeletons and other 
evidence of the dawn of time, add 
the final touch to this fascinating 
park.

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BOWNESS PARK — Bowness 
Just seven miles from downtown, 
this is real family playground area.

One of the proudest, hardest-work¬ 
ing aircraft in World War II was the 
then - immense Lancaster Bomber.

Exhibits held regularly of many 
handicrafts and arts, paintings and 
Indian art. No charge except for 
special events. 

CENTRAL PARK — 

South of 12 Ave. W. between 
3 & 4 Streets West 
A mass of colour, with shaded 
benches that invite relaxation, here is 
a park of peace and beauty. The 
Cenotaph, memorial to heroes of two 
Great Wars, faces 4th Street. Every 
inch of the park is a tribute to the 
fine work of the Calgary Parks De¬ 
partment. Stop over for a few min¬ 
utes to enjoy peaceful strolls through 
this magnificent park. 


RESIDENTIAL AREAS — 

Calgary offers many distinctive 
residential areas. Sedate, lovely Mount 
Royal is one of the city’s older dis¬ 
tricts.

Natural sandstone, taken from the 
home of one of Calgary’s pioneer citi¬ 
zens, Senator Patrick Burns, has been 
used to create this unusual and beau¬ 
tiful rock garden. Sweeping across 
the slopes of the Technical School 
grounds from 10 Street over the hill, 
this memorial is a mass of color and 
beauty all summer. To see it, simply 
drive north on 10 Street N.W. Just 
past Riley Park, on your left as you 
drive up the hill, is Burns Memorial 
Gardens. Park your car and enjoy a 
stroll through the winding paths that 
lead you through these quaint gardens. 

VIEW POINTS — 

Few cities have a geographical 
location the equal of Calgary. Start¬ 
ing in a valley, and gradually growing 
up and over the surrounding hills, the 
city can supply some tremendous 
view points. A few are listed below 
for your interest. 

Crescent Road View Point — Over¬ 
looking the entire, downtown area, 
with ample parking, this is one of 
the finest views of any city.
